14, — A tornado 
paaaad two miles above this town at 
8:80 Tuesday morning. The house of 
Rev. & R, Young, a Baptist minister, 
was completely demolished, and the oc- 
cupants «m buried in the ruins. Be- 
lief parties ware orgnnUed at once and 
a search made for the victims. Mr.

It If Ball.vad That Bom. II

Cixcihhati, Dec. 14.— At 11 o'clock 
Tuesday nlf ht four boiler* of the New- 
port Iron and Steel work* let g-o and 
made a wreck of the lower half of tht 
establishment Two men are injured, 
probably fatally, aa one was reported 
dying when received at the hospital 
The other man Is said to have a broken 
back, while a third waa but slightly ii 
jnred 

Like all structure* of that nature, the 
building- waa made of corrugated iron, 
and was supposed to be fire-proof, 
but almost instantly after the ex- 
plosion a fire broke out, and had 
to be extinguished by the Newport 
fire department before they could 
do anything to ascertain who was In 
the wreck. As soon as the flames had 
baas put out, Officers Thoa Taylor, 
John Oldham and McNamara made 
their way into the ruins, and found 
Barman Wessling, one of the three 
night firemen, almost covered by the 
debris. He was gotten out and con- 
veyed to his home, where it was found 
that his back was broken and both legs 
crushed, while the flesh was scalded all 
over the body. 

Another searching party found George 
Bead, a ire mac, and he was taken by 
the patrol to Si. Elisabeth's hospital, 
Coringtoa, where it was stated that he 
could not live till morning. Both Ma 
logs and arms are broken, and his flesh 
waa so horribly burned that two fingers 
dropped off as the police were 
carrying him up the steps of the insti- 
tution. The third man was Henry 
Macke, who is but slightly burned by 
water, and who is more frightened than 
hurt Macke explained that he wan 
altting between boilers two and five 
when the explosion occurred. He was 
knocked over, and came near getting 
into the fire during the excitement. It 
is not known where Weasling and Reed 
were at the time, as they are too 
severely injured to toll anything. 

According to the mill hands, the boil- 
ers in the establishment, and there are 
ten, were tested by a man named Jo- 
seph Kuebler one week ago. It is not 
known what his report was, but it is 
presumed that he thought the plant 
safe. 

It is estimated that the loss will be

DOUBLE MURDER, 



The H»ad* or a Whit* Man and 

Woman MuM With • I lam mar. 

Krmv.ii ii ; i,. a. Dee. It— A double 
murder was committed Monday night 

at Yellbw Springs, nine mile* south of 
here, the victims being George- Koogler, 
a farmer, and a woman named Lou 

Roberta, colored, bettor known as Lou 
Keys. The bodies were found Tuesday 
morning at the woman's home, a frame 
shanty on the outskirts of the village 
known as "FVogtown." Koogler was 
lying in front of the house with hit 
head upon the doorstop, and the woman 
in the front room with her head toward 
the door. Both their heads were mashed 
in. and so badly were their skulls 
fractured that death must have been 
inttantaneous. 

The horrible deed was committed 
with a hammer the woman used to 
break coal with. It was found in the 
coal shed covered with blood. The en- 
tire affair is shrouded in mystery. The 
two were last seen alive together at 
Uunster's restaurant eating oysters. 
This was at 1 1 o'clock, and they were 
intoxicated. They left together and 
started for the woman's home. From 
the condition of the bodies the 
crime must have been committed 
shortly after their arrival. Koogler 
had removed his overcoat and hat 
and the woman her cloak and bon- 
net There were no signs of a struggle. 
Koogler's pockets were rified and a 
trunk hi the house ransacked. Andrew 
Quinn, colored, who lives about 100 
yards from the house, testified before 
the coroner that he heard them going 
to the house and that there were three 
in the party; that he recognised their 
voices, and also the voice of a colored 
fellow named Hunstor, who hung about 
the house considerably, but the citizens 
ars inclined to dtscredlt his story. 

The murderer is not known, and spec- 
ulation is rife as to who did it. The 
theory advanced by the authorities Is 
that the motive for the murder was 
robbery, which is shown by the man's 
pockets being rifled and the trunK ran- 
sacked, and that he followed them to 
the house Koogler was an ex-soldler 
and drew a large pension 

He went to the Springs to draw his 
pension Monday,, but it had not 
arrived. He was a widower, 45 years 
old, with three children, and resided 
three miles north-west of the village. 
He was considered wealthy. The 
woman was 35 years old, unmarried, 
and bore an unsavory reputation. The

The last Flying Virginian Board- 
ed by Bandits. 

Tha Passengers Resist Them and Many 
Shots Are Exchanged. 



Cincinnati, Dee. It— An attack of 
unparalleled severity and followed by a 
resistance aa fierce as it waa unexpt 
occurred In rear of Gnyandotte, W. Vs. 

The first authentic report of the rob- 
bery waa received here about noon 
Tuesday, and waa from Superintendent 
GUI of the C. 4 O at Hlnton, W. Vs.

Hut they had reckoned without their 
host and found a surprise in a 
whose act was one of a thousand. Near 
one of the highwaymen sat a passenger 
named Teck, who was on his way from 
Chicago to Germany. Before the robber 
realized what was up Teck had sprung 
upon him and knocked him down. 

The deed cost him hto life, for the 
next minute the other marauder had 
sent a bullet into his brain. He died 
instantly. But his example was not 
lost on the passengers, whom the sight 
of the murder infuriated.

The murderers were evidently bent 
on robbery and their cool desperation 
leads, to the belief that they are two of 
the most daring criminals in the ci 
try. Teck's brave resistance, which 
cost him his life, foiled them. They 
did not secure a dollar. Drake's wounds 
are reported as not serious.
